Have yeu ever netieed that there are hundreds ef gee* 
SF beeks, a few gee* SF aeries, and enly twe gee* SF 

TV series?, Star Trek & Twilight Zene ? (An* Twilight Zene 
was mere ef a fantasy than SF.) That's net merely an interesting ee- 
eurreneet it's virtually dictated by the nature ef the individual 
■e*ia an* the *efinitien ef success fer each. 

De yeu knew that aeeerding te Beekviews Magazine a sale ef 40,000 
beeks places a beek en the Best Seller List ? That means that ene per- 
son cut ef 60,000^ has read the beek. True, yeu hear ef paperbacks 
selling a millierr cepies, but that still means enly ene eut ef hun- 
dreds are reading the beek. SF beeks *en't rank anywhere near beeks 
that sell like that. Fertunately, publishers ef SF are aware ef this 
and den't expect large sales, They are aware there is a small, butt 
eenstant market fer SF and are able te publish t© make meney in this r 
limited market. 

A Mevie that enly attracts 40,000 theater-geers is prebably geing te 
be shewing at the drive-in in the first place, and it's geing te dis- 
appear witheut a ripple. Star Wars is, ef eeurse, a phenemenen. It 
is successful beyen* eustemary standards . Few mevies can attract the 
kind ef audience Star Wars is getting:, se let's eensider Westwerld. 
That mevie isn't eften mentiened in diseussiens ef SF mevies-, but it- 
was an* it was successful. Several millien pai* admissions are te its 
credit. 

But a TV series 1 Star Trek attracted milliens ef viewers AND WAS A

Trek. Star Trek was bcrderline in its number ef viewers its first 
year and was schedule* te be cancelled its seeen* year and was enly 
save* by viewers* pretests. And min* yeu, it was net" save* by the 
quantity ef pretests;. The Netwerk heads were impresse* by the quality 
ef the viewers whe were pretesting— net- the run ef the mill perseir 
whe watcher LaVeme and Shirley (like I de) but university prefessers, 
cempany executives, etc. Se Star Trek was kept en fer ene mere year, 
en the theery that if the "cream ef the viewing Audience" which ner- 
mally deesn't watch televisienr was watching, that eembine* with the 
regularly viewing au*ienee weul* previde streng rating* fer Star Trek. 
As we knew, it *i*n't werk that way. The questien is why. 

There is, in the United States., a streng anti-intellectual bias. This 
in spite ef the fact that mest parents claim te want a gee* education 
fer their children.

Anyway, SF tends te attract an intellectual audience. And there are 
net eneugh intellectuals in the United States te make a SF mevie err 
TV series succesful.

must succeed? en anether basis than as sf . Yeu remember hew every ene 
glosses ever the technical errers ef Star Wars (I den't mean technical 
in the sense ef the methods used to film, but the scientific accuracy) 
as irrelevant. I did myself. Because they are Irrelevant te the en- 
joyment ef the mevie. The seienee-fietienal aspects ef Star Wars are 
an ehaneeaent te the stery, but it is net essentially a SF stery at 
all. 

What all this is leading up te is the fact that it was just aaneuneed 
in the papers that filming has begun en the Star Trek mevie. I den't 
like the whele trend ef the Star Trek phenomenon whieh insists less en 
a good SF movie than it dees en a "Star Trek movie". I think they 
aeuld film an episode of Gilligan's Island using the Star Trek charac- 
ters and have as nearly as successful a mevie. With Trekkier, the em- 
phasis is en form rather than content. 

So there will be a Star Trek movie; It won't be great science fiction, 
but it would be better than what they would have te produce te get" a 
high rating en television-.

On the subject 
ef a jeint attack by England and Germany en France he says' yeu have 
twe eheices. .either helping E-G" with the result "Italy will" be the 
next target.", er stabbing France with the result *there f is nething te 
te step England and u ermany frem attacking Italy." That's advice ? 

If yeu 're Italy, what are England and Germany deing attacking France? 
witheut yeur knewing abeuf it. Why are they se firmly allied with 
yeu as the silent partner, instead ef™ yeu being allied firmly with 
ene ef them and the ether as the secend target. 

Gruen says the werst thing in the werld yeu can de is attack Franee. 
Maybe. I persenally think It's eften a geed idea. The questierc is 
what's happening with the ether three? eeuntries ? I think the ideal 
time te attack France is when Austria and Russia are attacking Turkey. 

Neither Austria, ner Russia ean build a let ef fleets quickly in 
the seuth. This gives- yeu time te grab pieces ef France and turn 
them inte fleet te use in the east. Hewever, if Turkey is geing te 
be ene ef the survivers in the east, yeu sheuld be ceming te the aid 
ef the edd-man-eut purely in the interests ef self-preservatien. 

Equally, Adam Gruen te the centrary, the ideal situatieir fer Italy 
is if France is being attacked. The lenger delay en anether pewer 
entering the western Med, the better fer Italy. And if Marseilles; is 
in fereign hands, even if these hands are net Italian, the better fer 
italy. The fereign eecupatien eleses~ the enly building pert in the 
Western Med. '.

Se write everyene, and keep alert 
fer new chances.
